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T is high time we fhould begin 
’ to congratulate one another upon 
our Recovery from the late Fright 
we wercin; the Danger is over ; 
the intended Invafion (ifany was 
intended) is laid afide: If an Ef- 
cape wfter an Attack is allow’d 
to be a Victory, @ fortiori, an 
Efcape before an Attack muft be a Victory: And 
let me tell you, that thofe who were pleas’d to be 
witty upon the Terrors which appear’d in_ the 
Countenances of fome, by whofe Valour and Wif- 
dom we were to be defended, fhew’d their Malig- 
nity, as alfo their Ignorance of the Nature of true 
Courage. Does not Virgil’s great Hero fay upon a 
much lefs terrible Oceafion, than the Danger which 
we lately apprehended, 

Obplupui, Acteruntg, coma & vox faucilus hafit ? 
That is to fay, I was frighten’d out of my Wits, 
my Wig ftcod an End, and my Words ftuck in my 
Throat: And one of our beft Poets fays, 

For Fear oft braver Feats performs, 

Than ever Courage did in Arms. 
From which I conclude, that ze had nothing to fear, 
fince our M---rs were frighten’d: And whoeverdoubts 
that they were fo, need only to look in fome of their 
Faces, and he will find their Mufcles have not recove- 
red their Tone to this Hour ; nay, it is thought they 
never will, whilft that bloody Mindec. Count de Saxe 
isalive. I know that, from the beginning of the 
Alarm, fome People infifted upon it, that no In- 
valion was intended, and that nothing was meant 
by all this Fracas, but to difconcert our Meafures 
with refpeét to the Operations of the War a- 
broad: 1 muft beg Leave to differ with them ; an 
Invafion was intended ; but the Defign is now laid 
aide: And why was it laid alide ? Becaufe the Court 





of France no fooner heard of the Pannic into which 


we were thrown, but they began to think the 
Attempt defperate; they were afraid to meddle 
with thofe whom they had fo frighten’d: But 
whether an Invafion was really intended, or whe- 
ther it was only a Feint, J] hope it will tend to 
ftrengthen the Adinifiry. You know, Sir, what 
a ButterefS is to a talling Houle; fuch is a Plot 
toa tottering Adminiftration; that is to fay, an 
Adminiftration on a marrow Bottom. Look in- 
to our Hiffory, and you will fee that when Difcon- 
tents have rifen high, when the Supporters of an 
Adminiftration were afhamed to aét longer with 
them, when they have been upon the brink of 
Ruin, they have fometimes been faved by a fea/o- 
nidle Plot. Is ita Time, fay the Mingflerial Ad- 
vecates, to redrefs Grievances? Is it a Time to 
pick Holes in the Coat of an Adminiftration, when 
the Government is in Danger of being overturned 
by a Plot? For fhame'! We muft forget our Refent- 
ments and all unite againft the common Enemy. 

‘Uhere isa certain Magic in this Cant, which will 
«ways take with the Weak and the Ignorant; fo 
thet when Plots have been fearce, and the M rs 
hard prets’d, they have been fore’d to make a Plot 
themtelves, by which their angry Friends have been 
brought back to them; a notorious Criminal has 
t'caped, and the Mub has been difappointed of a 
Holiday. 

Che Plot, therefore, which I take to be a real 
one, may, I hope, be productive of divers and 








tioned: It will convince the World we have found 
Means to-make Friends of thofe who direct the 
Councils of our Enemies: For who but our Friends 
could have order’d the Bref? Fleet to thew itlelf in 
the Channel for three Weeks together, which, I 
conceive, could be done with no other View but 
to alarm the Country, and to give us time to put 
ourfelves upon our Guard? This, fure, will con- 
vince People of the Dexterity of our Adiniffers, 
and that the Secret-fervice Money is Now employ’d 
for the Service of the Public. 

The Sujfpenfion of the Habeas Corpus A& has 
occafioned great Clamour ; but it was abfolutely 
neceflary in order to convince obftinate People, that 
there really was a Plot; and, for the fame Rea- 
fon, it was neceflary to put the Laws in Execu- 
tion againft Papiffs; tho? many of them are en- 
titled to fome Lenity, on Account of their Zeal 
for the M r at the latt general Eleétion. 1 
would not plead againft Lenity ; but as the Credit 
of the Péot very much depends upon the Laws be- 
ing put in Execution againft them, all other Con- 
fiderations muft give way to Rea/ons of State. 

I come now to take Notice of the Ufe that was 
made of the friendly Alarm, given us by the Bre/? 
Fleet: Did we {end for our own TRoops, lying 
idle in their Winter Quarters, in Flanders, to defend 
us? No, Sir, we fent to Holland for s1x THOUSAND 
FOREIGNERs, and at the very Time while they 
were coming, we were fending more of our OWN 
Troops abroad. The Diffuffcéted gave out that 
the Dutch were fent for, becaufe the Englif 
were not thought fit to be trujled ; that the M——is 
were refglv’d to place the Defence of the Kingdom 
altogether in Foreigners ; that it was done to keep 
the Nation 1n Awe ; and to let them fee that 
the M ry could bring in an Army of Foreigners 
upon us whenever they PLEAS’D: ‘he fame ma- 
licious Conftruétion was put upon the’ Delign of 
raifing a Regument of Sw2/s out of the Lacguars and 
Adventurers of that Nation; but, Sir, I muft tell 
you that this Meafure, as add an Appearance as it 
bore, had.a moft generous and politic Motive ; 
which I will explain to you, as it was explain’d to 
me, by a very great Man, whom I am not at Li- 
berty to name. 

You know, without doubt, that the Dutch 
Troops are, for the moft part, Papifis; and you 
may imagine, if the Invafion had taken Place, that 
there would have been much Blood-fhed ; now, 
Sir, by keeping our own Troops ABROAD, and 
bringing FoREIGNERS to fupply THEIR PLACck, 
the lofs of Men would have fallen amongft Papi/fts ; 
and the more Papi/fs are deftroy’d, the more the 
Proteftant Intereft in Europe is ftrengthened ; this 
is the true Reafon for this excellent Meafure: But 
you fee the very Defign of faving Proteftant Blood, 
is refic&ted upon as a Defign upon our Liberties, 

The Expence of bringing and maintaining thefe 
Dutchmen has allo been complain’d of as a Grie- 
vance ; altho’ it is plain, from all the Pamphlets in 
Favour of the Minifiry, that the People of Eng- 
land were never fo rich as of Jate; that the landed 
Gentry find their Circumftanees fo much improv’d, 
by the numerous Taxes, that they have more Mo- 
ney than they know what to do with ; the Charge 
therefore ought never to be named.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 
GERMANY. 

Hanover, April 27, Orders have been given to 
prepare Quarters in hi Country for a Body of Saxon 
Troops, which are fpeedily expected. Pui fuant to 
private Letters receiv’d here from Berlin, the Rail 
of Hindford has lately had feveral Conferences with 
the Minitters of the King of Pruflia, upon the Sub- 
je& of 10,000 Troops with which this Prince is 
obliged by Treaties to fupply his Britannie Majetty 
in the prefent Conjun&ture, He has alfo had a pii- 
vate Audience of his Pruffian Majetly, who cx- 
prefs'd himfclf upon this Subjeét in very favourable 
Terms, declaring to this Minifter, © “Phat he would 
* execute with equal Punétuality the Vreaty of 
© Breflau and that of Weftminfter: Vaart the 
¢ 10,000 Men with which he was obliged to fup- 
* ply the King of Great Britain, would be granted 
© his Britannic Majefty upon the firft Application : 
* That in other Refpeéts he perfifted in the Refo- 
* lution of adhering to the Neutrality, in regard 
* to the Differences between France and the other 
* Powers of Europe.” The Baron de Jacktheim, 
Minifter from the Queen of Hungary in this Court, 
receiv’d three Days ago a Courier from Vienna ; 
upon the Difpatches whereof he declar’d to the 
Minifters of the Regency, that her Majefty of 
Hungary looking upon the Intereft of the King of 
Great Britain as infeperable from her own, offer'd, 
as foon as Need fhould require it, to caule a Body 
of her Troops to march towards the Frontiers of 
this Electorate, in order to fhelter it from any En- 
terprizes which France might form upon it. 

Vienna, April 22. Count Colloredo, who is fent 
back to Prince Lobkowitz, is charged with an 
Order from his Britannic Majefly to Admiral Mat- 
thews, directing him to fend upon the Coaft of 
Naples as many Men of War as fhall! be judged ne- 
ceflary to facilitate the Operations of the Auftian 
Army. Baron Trenck, Colonel of the Pandours, 
having lately had the Honour to wait upon the 
Queen, took this Opportunity to declare to her 
Majelty, that being filled with an ardent Zeal for 
her Service, if fhe would confent to join to his 
Body of Pandours fome other Troops, tothe A- 
mount of 20,000 Men, he would undertake to pafs 
the Rhine in the moft difficult part of it, and mains
